A matter of more than usual interest 
is the public bearing advertised to be 
given by the City Council tomorrow 
evening, on the petition of the Citizens 
Gas Co. for permission to lay mains. 

The company find that the present 
gas mains are almost useless, and that 
in order to give the good service they 
desire, it will be necessary to almost 
entirely repipe the city. 

The petition now before the City 
Council is for the work laid out for 
this year. 

To carry out this work will mean ao 
outlay this year of $100,000. The pipes 
to be laid are asarule larger than the 
mains now in use, and many new streets 
are to be piped, particularly at Wollas- 
ton, Atlantic and Quincy Point. 

It is prepared under the order to tap 
the Boston Company's main which is 
now laid to East Milton. 

The company is anxious to begin 
work laying mains as early this month 
as possible. The pipe has already be- 
gun to acrive, and work will be com- 
menced just as soon as the order passes 
the City Council. 

Quincy has been so long without an 
adequate supply of gas that there will 
probably be no oppositionto granting 
the company permission to lay mains, 
as it is manifestly certain that a better 
and cheaper supply of gas will not be 
possible until new mains have been 
laid,

Brockton to Quincy 


The Brockton Enterprise with some 
apologies to its readers in the shoe city 
prints the following in its Boston letter 
relative to the canal: 

**For the sake of the Enterprise its 
representative here has been to the 
harbor aod land commission to see 
what impression has been produced by 
the unanimous report of the bill for 
building the ship canal. Certain state 
ments made are well worth repeating 
for consideration in case the people of 
Brocktun seriously propose the pledg- 
ing of the city credit for the beginning 
of the enterprise. 

**It will well be remembered that the 
survey made by the authority of this 
board found that it would cost some 
$57,000,000 to dig the canal. Doubtless 
it is not pertinent to quote the remark 
which was made by the official, buat 
since a newspaper has the privilege of 
saying things which are interesting, if 
not pertinent, let it be said that be re- 
marked that he believed then and be- 
lieves now that that survey was made 
for the sake of affecting somebody's 
political prospects in Brockton. 

**But other remarks were pertinent 
One of them is that it would cost $200, 
000,000 to build the canal at sea level. 
Another istbat if the canal is built 
with locks there is no water to fill the 
locks with. Still another is that, rath 
er than build even the canal at the es- 
timated expense of $57,000,000 with 
locks, it would be cheaper to move the 
entire city of Brockton to the shores of 
Quincy bay, where it is possible to 
dredge a deep water approach clear to 
the site of the city, where there is 
plenty of low-lying land suitable for 
manufacturing, and where they would 
come io as @ part of the metropolitan 
water supply district, and of the 
metropolitan system ia other re- 
spects. 

** Another still was that as long as it 
was impossible to raise even $6,000,000 
to build a canal through Cape Cod, it 
would be vastly more impossible to 
raise even $10,000,000 to build the canal 
through Brockton. Doubtless there are 
plenty of other practical considerations 
to be urged, but these seem to be of 
sufficient importance to warrant pre- 
senting to the people of Brockton, and 
if they doubt or deny them, then it 
will doubtless be possible for a commit- 
tee of the city government, or a delega- 
tion of the Brockton Board of Trade tu 
get further information from competent 
sources. 

**One further remark of the official 
may be quoted, namely, that he always 
looked upon the Brockton canal propo 
sition as a joke and that he does so 
today. ‘*Port’’ Hancock, he says, is 
ou the committee which reported the 
bill and they wanted to please him and

FINANCING A FIRE Loss 


How Insurance Companies Get 
Money Fer a Big Onc, 


METHOD OF ADJUSTING CLAIMS 


Their Payment at Earliest Possible 
Moment Aimed At—RHelation Be- 
tween Quick Assets and Quick Set- 
tlements—When Securities Have to 
Be Liguidated. 


San Francisco's great fire has direct- 
ed attention to the manner in which an 
insurance company goes about to set- 
tle a huge loss bill, says the New York 
Post. Although the companies are 
abundantly able to pay and many of 
them possess very heavy bank bal- 
ances, the adjustment of claims calling 
for the payment of $150,000,000 or 
more represents a financial operation 
of sufficient magnitude to involve rath- 
er careful financing. How are these 
huge claims to be met, where will the 
companies get their money from and 
how long will it take to effect a set- 
tlement? These questions have direct 
bearing upon the money market and 
to a limited extent the future cost of 
security prices for such Issues as are 
usually held by large fire underwriting 
corporations. 

As soon as a great insurance com- 
pany learns that it will have to foot 
the bill for a huge conflagration its 
officials hold a hurried conference and 
get at the volume of their liquid as- 
sets and the extent of their combined 
bank balances. In the case of a large 
foreign underwriting corporation its 
home office {pn London, Liverpool, Man- 
chester, Berlin or Paris is immediately 
communicated with and a rough esti- 
mate made of the probable aggregate 
demand. With most of these com- 
panies it is a matter of pride to pay 
the claims at the earliest possible mo- 
ment. At the time of the great Chi- 
cago fire in 1871, when property valued 
at $190,000,000 was destroyed, and a 
year later, when the Insurance com- 
panies had to pay an $50,000,000 loss 
bill for the Boston fire, many of the 
claims were settled within a few days 
after the conflagration took place. 

In the same way the companies did 
their best two years ago to pay the loss- 
es of the Baltimore fire without unrea- 
sonable delay. In this way they gained 
prestige. Within one week after the 
Boston fire one of the largest New York 
companies, having dispatched a vice 
president to the scene to pay claims in 
double quick time, wrote a sufficient 
volume of new insurance to recoup It- 
self for all the losses sustained. These 
quick settlements involve equally quick 
financing, andeone of the features of 
the present movement on the part of 
the underwriters to effect speedy set- 
tlement of the San Francisco losses has 
been the negotiation with the home 
offices of the foreign companies for ca- 
ble transfers of money with which to 
meet the claims. 

When a loss occurs an insurance com- 
pany first has recourse to its bank bal- 
ances, and when these are insufficient 
to meet immediate claims the company 
borrows what it needs. Most of the 
large companies have accounts in four 
or five banks, so that they can easily 
secure accommodations in case it is 
required. When the bank balances are 
insufficient and losses are heavily in 
excess of $200,000 the company has to 
either borrow funds or sell some of 
the stocks or bonds that It has in its 
list of assets. In the case of the Balti- 
more fire most of the companies man- 
aged to pay out what was needed with- 
out resorting to any violent liquida- 
tlons at all. Whatever securities were 
sold to pay the claims there involved 
were for the most part sacrificed by 
companies that were too weak to bear / 
the loss and were forced to reinsure | 
their risks with some stronger rival. 
This was done in the case of nine or 
ten companies that had to an extent 
ignored the dangers of what our insur- 
ance men call the “conflagration haz- 
ard” and accepted too many risks in 
the affected area. 

In the case of very large companies, 
however, which do a heavy business 
throughout the United States and Eu 
rope as well the perils of the “confia- 
gration hazard” are minimized by the 
fact that the risks are so widely dis- 
tributed as to render it almost impos- 
sible for any one disaster to entail a 
sufficient loss to cripple the company. 
Whatever losses are sustained by for- 
elgn companies operating in San Fran- 
cisco will have probably to be financed 
from the other side, since the com- 
panies doing the largest business have 
only an insignificant amount of money 
invested in American stocks or bonds. 
For that reason these companies are 
not likely to sell any large portion of 
the stocks held in the United States. 

The payment of a great fire loss is a 
very interesting operation. Hundreds 
of men are employed in it and special 
adjusters for special risks have to visit 
the scene. It will be weeks before the 
San Francisco claims are wholly liqui- 
dated, but within a month a large por- 
tion of the insurance loss will be set- 
tled for. While the insurance com- 
panies will not pay for earthquake 
damage, it will be difficult in many 
claims to tell where the earthquake 
damage left off and the fire damage | 
began. For that reason the great fire | 
compaaies that were arranging with | 
their banks for large advances a few 
days ago based their negotiations on 
the probability of having to stand a| 
very large proportion of whatever | 
property loss was actually involved.

Nevertheless, the working districts 
} continue in a state of effervescence, 
| with frequent minor affrays, none, 

however, assuming proportions requir- 
| ing intervention by the troops. The lat- 
ter remained under arms throughout 
yesterday at the barracks in the Place 
de la Republique. Occasionally a 
single company made a tour of the 
square as a suggestive warning to 
groups of loiterers. Towards nightfall 
a squadron of cavalry was drawn up 
facing the Labor Exchange, as it was 
feared the close of the afternoon meet- 
ing of the various trades would result 
in another demonstration. The pre- 
caution, however, proved unnecessary, 
and platoons of police maintained order, 
compelling the crowds to keep moving 
and making frequent arrests of loiterers. 

The surroundings of the Place de la 
Republique show the effects of Tues- 
day's disorders. A kiosk at the boule- 
vard de Magenta was overturned, 
many pickets protecting tfees were 
torn off, an omnibus was overturned in 
the road and the pavement was torn up. 

The situation among the worklngmen 
has not yet become definite. Some 
trades are resuming work, others are 
partially resuming and still others have 
decided not to resume until the eight- 
hour working day is conceded. At the 
prefecture of police it is estimated that 
three-fourths of the workmen have re- 
turned to their tasks, the remaining one- 
fourth continuing on strike. These lat- 
ter are mainly masons and stone cut- 
ters. The carpenters are divided. 
Some establishments in this line of iu- 
dustry are fully equipped, while others 
areempty. The painters claim that 15,- 
000 of their trade are on strike. The 
printers and jewelry workers also 
ciaim to have a unanimous strike. 

The divisions within the trades, some 
striking and others not striking, cause 
many individual conflicts, as non-strik- 
ers are being solicited to join those who 
have walked out. 

In the suburbs and other factory 
centres there are isolated conflicts be- 
tween strikers and non-strikers. At 
Belleville gandarmes and a platoon of 
cavalry dispersed strikers who were at- 
tempting to interfere with workers. A 
band of strikers attempted to enter a 
cartridge factory at Bruyeres de Sevres 
for the purpose of inducing workmen to 
quit, but they were driven off by the po- 
lice. One sentry at a suburban railway 
crossing was fired on by some unknown 
person. 

The foregoing indicates an extended 
and continuous movement without a 
central or geperal organization, how- 
ever. 

The municipal laboratory’s examina- 
tion of the cylindrical bomb which was 
discovered Tuesday night at the Aus- 
terlitz viaduct shows that the missile 
was of an extremely dangerous descrip- 
tion and that only an imperfect fuse | 
prevented an explosion, the conse- | 
quences of which would have been ter- 
rible. The bomb contained 27 smoke-| 
less cartridges, 150 bullets imbedded In | 
wax and a large quantity of powder. 
Several other bombs which were found | 
also were extremely explosive. 

Of the total number of arrests made 
on Tuesday only 173 were detained. 
Sixty-one of the accused were sen- 
tenced to terms of imprisonment vary- 
ing from two days to six months.

It 
is not something devoid of life, it Is 


, not something separable from the livy- 


ing agent; it is a part of the man, it 
is the outflow of his energy, the crys- 
tallization of his vital force; it is the 
wear and tear of his life, and no sys- 
tem of wages preserves the laws of 
justice unless these facts are taken 
into consideration. 

“The laborer consequently In his toll 
gives part of his life, and justice de- 
mands that in return he receives what 
ig necessary to maintain life not only 
in himself, but In bis wife and chil- 
dren; hence the workingman has the 
right to demand for his compensation 
all that is needed to support himself 
and those naturally dependent upon 
him in a condition of moderate com- 
fort. I say in a condition of moderate 
comfort, for just as the breadwiuner 
is not a piece of merchandise, so nel- 
ther is he a beast of burden, and the 
return he receives uiust be sufficient to 
enable him to pass his days in respect- 
able surroundings, to live upon whole- 
some food, to wear decent clothing and 
to educate his children in a fitting 
manner for the stern tragedy of life. 

“As long as employers hold to the 
principle that labor may be regarded 
as any other marketable commodity, 
80 long will they filng to the winds the 
pressing claims of justice and human- 
ity. But if a healthy theory of eco- 
nomics flourishes among us, if men are 
brought to see that in the pursuit of

GOVERNOR'S WARNING 


Violence Will Not Be Tolerated 
In Coal Mining Region 

Harrisburg, May 3.—Governor Pen- 
nypacker has issued a proclamation 
calling upon “all citizens, by their con- 
duct, example, and utterances, wheth- 
er printed or verbal, to assist in the 
maintenance of the law.” Continuing, 
the proclamation says: 

“Times of commotion furnish the test 
of the capacity of the people for self- 
government. Every man is entitled to 
labor and get for his labor the highest 
compensation he can lawfully secure. 
There Is no law to compel him to labor 
unless he so chooses and he may cease 
to labor whenever he considers it to be 
to his interest so to cease. 

“The laboring man, out of whose ef- 
forts wealth arises, has the sympathy 
of all disinterested people in bis lawful 
struggles to secure a larger proportion 
of the profit which results from his ‘a- 
bor. What he earns belongs to him, 
and if he invests his earnings the law 
protects his property just as the rights 
of property of all men must be pro- 
tected. He has no right to interfere 
with another man who may want to la- 
bor. 

“Violence has no place among us and 
will not be tolerated. Let all men, in 
quiet and soberness, keep the peace and 
attend to their affairs, with the knowi- 
edge that it ls the purpose of the com- 
monwealth to see that the principles 
herein outlined are enforced.”

Mayor 
Schmitz has advised against extrava- 
gant ideas for the beautification of the 
new city. He estimates that the re- 
placement of ruined municipal build- 
ings, including school and fire houses, 
will cost $100,000,000. 

The task of cleaning the ruined re- 
gion has been attacked on a larger scale. 
Curtailment of the relief list, together 
with the decision of the police to arrest 
as vagrants all able men without visible 
means of support who refuse to work, 
added to the number of men engaged lu 
cleaning away the debris. The rail- 
roads bave made good progress in run- 
ning spur tracks Into the burned area. 
Next week these tracks will be utilized 
to remove all useless material to low 
places for Olling and grading. 

Although the water supply in the 
ruined part of the city is increasing 
daily, there is not yet an adequate flow 
for use in case of fire. Cooking Is still 
carried on in the streets. 

All of the banks have resumed busi 
ness in temporary quarters and report 
that at each place the deposits exceed 
the withdrawals. 

General Greely has advised the 
finance committee that be has only 10 
days’ rations on band, that the army 
cannot furnish an ounce of food beyond 
that which has already been purchased, 
or is in sight, and that the feeding of 
the people is a problem which demands 
immediate attention. 

Chairman Phelan of the finance com- 
mittee reports that outside contribu- 
tions on Wednesday amounted to §77,- 
000 and joca! contributions to $25,000, a 
grand total since April 18 of $3,700,000, 

The action of certain retailers in ad- 
vancing the price of commodities be- 
yond reason was considered by the gen- 
eral committee. Some firms are now 
asking for lime $2.50 a barrel, which 
they sold before the fire for 70 cents. 

Mayor Schmitz said that the only 
way to get at these people was to make 
a record of them, and he directed every 
member of the committee to report 
these persons. As to the owners of 
buildings and lands who are asking im- 
possible rentals, he said he proposed to 
ask the assessor to assess these people 
for taxation on the valuation they now 
placed on their property. 

According to President McCarthy of 
the Building Trades council, there is no 
dearth of mechanics in San Francisco. 
He advises against mechanics coming 
to San Francisco. 

It is declared to be impracticable to 
build the proposed electrical conduit 
system in San Francisco. The ex- 
perience of the United Railroads in the 
earthquake showed that, while the big 
corporation was able to operate over- 
head trolley lines within a few days af- 
ter the earthquake, it will be months 
before any of the cable lines will be 
started. The slots of the undergrouna 
conduits were closed or twisted by the 
quake. 


May Again Appeai For Aid 

Washington, May 4.—In a telegram 
to the war department, General Greely 
reports a general improvement in con- 
ditions In San Francisco and vicinity. 
He calls attention to the fact, however, 
that scarcely 10 days’ relief rations are 
in sight, and that a further appeal to 
the generosity of the American people 


is possible.

St. Johns, May 4—The new foreign 
fishing vessels bill was iutroduced in 
the legislature yesterday afternoon by 
Premier Bond. It re-enacts last year’s 
measure with several additional clauses. 
These new sections greatly increase the 
stringency of the statute and make it 
impossible for Americans to hire col- 
onists to engage In the west coast her- 
ring fishery as practiced last winter.

The hearing was behind closed doors. | 
At the outset McWade was given 10| 
minutes, but his time was extended to | 
uearly two hours, and when he had con- 
cluded members of the committee con 
gratulated bim ou the showing he bad 
made. 

Mr. McWade made charges of a sen- 
sational nature against Peirce. It is 
considered quite probable that congress | 
may take up the matter of these charges | 
at a later day. The only statement of | 
record made by McWade is a letter ad 
dressed by him to the committee. Tals | 
letter was dated April 26, 1906, and is as 
follows: 

“For upwards of two years I have 
persistently and vainly sought to learn 
from Herbert H. D. Peirce, third assist- 
ant secretary of state, tlie charges 
which he had, I was informed, pre- 
sented to President Roosevelt in his re- 
port concerning me and my admiuistra- 
tion of the United States consul gen- 
eralship at Canton, China. 

“Again and again Senator Penrose 
requested a hearing for me from the 
president, who told him that I was re- 
moved, but not on account of any 
charges, and that my head was off and 
I didn’t appear to know it. 

“A little over six months ago H. I. D. 
Peirce assured me that | was removed 
because the president wanted my 
place and for no other reason. | now 
learn through the persistent industry 
of some anonymous person the nature 
of the charges preferred agaiust me by 
H. H. D. Peirce and I solemniy declare 
them to be false in every essential par- 
ticular. I also solemnly declare that 
they are made by men who had been 
charged before we for various offenses, 
from murder down, and that these men 
formed a criminal conspiracy against} 
me to bave me removed because my 
continuance in office meaut their abso- | 
lute compulsory abandonment of their 
criminal practices within my jurisdic- 
tion. 

“I solemnly declare that not a reput- 
able man or firm, America or foreign, 
resident and doing business wihin my 
jurisdiction, ever uttered a single word | 
of complaint against me or my admin 
istration, a fact which H. H. D. Peirce 
could have easily ascertained, although | 
he was only 48 hours in Canton and he} 
did not devote two hours of that entire | 
time to any investigation whatever. | 
He quotes a certain firm of which he| 
was a guest as complaining against me} 
and gives that firm a bill of health for 
high business character, etc. A little 
investigation would have shown him} 
that that firm desired my removal be- 
cause I was largely instrumental in 
showing up how it had robbed the) 
American railway and I had stopped its | 
doing so most effectively. 

“I do not in any way, directly or In- 
directly, question the high right and 
privilege of the president to remove me 
from the position of consul general, to 
which I was promoted for ‘conspicuous 
excellence.’ 

“In the name of justice, I reiterate 
the demand that I cabled from Canton | 
on the date of the receipt of the wire re- | 
moving me from office. I demand a 
thorough and exhaustive inv estigation | 
at the hands of your bonorabie com- 
mittee, when the truth will be fully es- 
tablished, or as much so as is possible 
after the lapse of two years of suffer 
Ing and persecution.”

Watering Streets With Sea Water. 
There are now a number of 
cities on the seacoast which have re- 
course to salt water for watering the 
public thoroughfores, esteeming it a 
veritable waste to make use of fresh 
water for this purpose. They are the 
more satisfied because the hydroscopic 
properties of sea water avoid the ne- 
cessity of frequent applications. On 
the other band, salt water exerts a 
very destructive influence on the paint 
and varnish of vehicles, and merchants 
affirm that the salt is found every- 
where and that its deliquescence is at- 
tended with harmful results, and, again, 
salt water is destructive to the pipes 
and metallic fittings, and the leakage 
of the pipes will kill vegetation in 
streets, parks and gardens.—La Nature.

All Nations of the Earth Met In Its Con- 


fines — Where Lavish Hospitality, 
Gayety In Restaurants and 
Love of Open Air Life 
Abounded. 
The old San Francisco is dead. The 
gayest, lightest hearted, most pleasure 
loving city of this continent and in 


many ways the most interesting and 
romantic is a horde of huddled refu- 
gees living among ruins, says the New 
York Sun. It has already started to re- 
build, but those who have known that 
peculiar city by the Golden Gate and 
have caught its flavor of the Arabian 
Nights feel that it can never be the 
same. It is as though a pretty, frivo- 
lous woman had through a 
great tragedy. She survives, but she is 
sobered and indifferent. When it rises 
out of the ashes it must be a modern 
city, much like other cities and with- 
out its old flavor.

If Quincy had no water debt it could 
reduce its water rates one-half without 
reducing its net water receipts, as the 
maturing debt and interest required 
$65,215 in 1905 out of a total water ex-) 
penditure of $120,000. 

A new loan of $20,000 this year for| 
water meters will increase the water 
debt instead of reducing it. 

Mayor Thompson iv bis inaugural | 
address stated that the water debt of 
Quincy on Dec, 31, 1905, was $694,000. | 
It has been in the vicinity of $700,000 
for several years, the new loans equal- | 
ling the annua] payments. 

If the Metropolitan district also was 
free from water debt the rates of Quincy 
could be redaced another 25 per cent. | 
They would then be only one-fourth | 
the present rates. 

It seems very desirable therefore to 
get out of debt as soon as possible. 

If a loan of $20,000 is authorized for} 
water meters, it will reach the limit for, 
Joans authorized by the water acts, and 
less than one-third of the Quincy ser-| 
vices will be metered. 

No further loans for water con- 
struction could then be made without | 
permission of the Legislature, although | 
emergencies may arise. 

Is it desirable to go to the limit in 
everything ? The city appropriated this 
year all it could for current expenses 
under the law. It is near its debt limit 
for tntinicipal debt, and has nearly ex- 
hausted its borrowing capacity under 
the water acts. 

It is not consumption that makes 
water rates high, but debt and interest. 
Thirty year loans amounting to $100,- 
000 for meters means an expenditure of 
over $200,000 in thirty years for debt 
and interest.

Battleship Rhode Island Was In QUINCY MUSIC HALL. 


Perilous Plight 


AIDED BY GREAT TUGS 


—__—-_—_~ 


Native Pilot Was Offered Big 
Vessel When She Entered the 
Capes, but Services Were Re: 
fused--For Court of Inquiry 


Norfolk, May 7—The battleship 
Rhode Island was floated last night af- 
ter having been aground on the York 
Spit bar since Saturday morning. It 
was due to the efforts of four powerful 
naval tugs, the Uncas, Wabneta, Her- 
cules and Mohawk, that the big warship 
was drawn from the sand bar. She 
was floated at high tide at 6:30 o'clock. 
Cruiser Minneapolis stood by and saw 
the Rhode Island pulled off the shoals, 
and would have assisted in getting her 
off but for her inability to get a hawser 
aboard the battleship. 

When the naval tugs- reached the 
stranded warship after a 30-mile run 
from the Norfolk navy yard they found 
the Rhode Island's bow high on the 
shoal at the eastern entrance to York 
river. Early Sunday morning the Min 
neapolis endeavored to get a line aboard 


| the Rhode Island’s stern with the as- 


sistance of the naval tug Uncas. In 
maneuvering the Uncas was in collision 
with the Rhode Island and carried 
away part of her rail. Later the Mo- 
hawk went aground alongside the 
Rhode Island while passing a hawser 
aboard that vessel, but eventually got 
afloat. 

Efforts to float the Rhode Island at 
high tide Sunday morning did not move 
the vessel. At low tide the battleship 
was drawing 24 feet of water aft and 
18 feet forward. Water was pumped 
from her forward tanks aft and every 
piece of movable material was shifted 
from the forward part of the ship, with 
the view of lightening that quarter. 
Yesterday afternoon the naval tugs 
tandemed up at high tide for a try at 
the battleship. Their efforts were suc- 
The Rhode Island then 
dropped anchor in the mouth of York 
river. 

The extent of the injury to the ship 
is not known. It develops that there 
was no native pilot taken aboard the 
vessel when she entered the capes. 

| The Virginia pilots say that one was

ship to York bay 

The battleship is supposed to have 
passed in the Virginia capes at 4:43 
o'clock Saturday morning. It took her 

| probably three hours to get from the 

capes to the point at which she ran

Off York Spit, where the battleship 
was helpless, there are numerous shoals 
that extend far out near the main 
channel. These shoals are marked with 
| buoys. Other ships have stranded neat

The shoals in this portion of 
Chesapeake bay are treacherous, and 
captains of vessels unfamiliar with the 
channel are likely to come to grief if 
they attempt to enter York river with-

Quincy Company 
May Build Warship 


The Washington correspondent of the 
Transcript says: ‘‘The Navy Depart- 
ment is much gratified with the results 
of the secrecy imposed upon shipbuild- 
ers and others who received the plans 
and specifications for the new battle- 
ships. Nothing appears to have been 
given away beyond the meagre general 
statistics furnished by the department 
as to the chief characteristics of those 
vessels. The bidding for the two ships 
will be confined to the Bath Iron Works, 
Fore River Shipbuilding Company, 
Cramp and Sons, New York Shipbuild- 
ing Company, Newport News Shipbuild- 


ing & Dry Dock Company, Union Iron, 


Works and Moran Brothers Company. 

Tne Transcript says editorially: 

‘The matter of the relative advan- 
tages of building warships at navy 
yards, as compared with private con- 
structions, will be well thresbed out 
before Congress passes the naval appro- 
priation bill. There seems to be a 
general opinion that, based on dollars, 
the advantage to the Government is 
decidedly with the private establish- 
ments. An item of the bill extends 
the limit of the cost of construction of 
the battleship Connecticut, now com- 


pleted at the Brooklyn Navy Yard, 
$380,00C. The best authorities bold 


that the Connecticut, when ready to go 
to sea, will have cost in construction 
from eight to fifteen per cent more than 
her sister ship, the Louisiana, built by 
contract at Newport News. The fac- 
tors of greater cost are inthe sborter 
hours of Jabor and higher wages of the 
Government yards. 

‘*Navy-yard workmen toi] but eight 
hours a day against ten bours in private 
establishments, and receive consider- 
ably larger pay. As a rule the Govern- 
ment’s working year, is more than 
twenty days shorter than that of private 
employers. Yet with all these draw- 
backs the Government has made a re- 
markable speed record in building the 
Connecticut, which was not laid 
until two months after the Louisiana. 
There has been a race on between the 
two ships, the private builders being 
stirred todo their utmost to demopn- 
strate that it is cheaper from every point 
of view for the Government to contract 
for all vessels than to construct them 
for itself. 

In the 
thus presented several 
must be reckoned with. The experi- 
ment of Government construction has 
beyond question quickened the progress 
of ships under contract. Private build- 
ers, secure from competition, may not 
have taken their own time heretofore 
with warships, bnt it seems to be con- 
ceded that they have not hurried. Asa 
rule our battleships have been two years 
beyond date of contract in their delivery. 
One still awaiting commission 
was authorized six years ago. If we 
consider the value of a vessel's services 
to the uation as a factor determining 
the real cost of the two the 
private shipyards have not in the recent 
past had mach to brag of. 

Turning to the experience of other 
naval powers, we find that they have 
adopted the policy of dividing their 
new construction between Government 
yards and private establishments, set 
ting the one against the other in a race 
for completion of vessels. Of sixteen 
battlesbips and armoured cruisers Great 
Britain was building or completing at 
the close of April, eight were construct- 
ed in Government yards. In Germany 
the Government-built vessels at the 
same date-—were five out of seventeen; 
in France, eight out of seventeen ; while 
of the nine on the Japanese building 
programme only two had been awarded 
to private establishments and these un- 
der contracts made before the war with 
Russia.

A HOME ON WHEELS. 


Novel Vehicle to Be Used Over 
Steam and Trolley Roads. 

A new sort of home on wheels is 
about to come out of southern Califor- 
nia, A description of it given by the 
Los Angeles Herald suggests in some 
respects the wide family perambulators 
which roving bands of gypsies have 
made familiar in some parts of the 
east, says the New York Post. The 
vehicle, however, is arranged for trav- 
eling over steam and trolley roads as 
well as highways. Its inventor, Dr. B. 
M. Lawrence, describes it thus: “It Is 
built with a frame covered with can- 
vas. There is a door on each side and 
a window on each end, to be opened or 
closed at will. The inside has an ad- 
justable partition crosswise, near the 
center, which divides the living room 
from the kitchen. In the center, hing- 
ed to the partition, is a table on each 
side, resting on a center table. These 
tables are used for mirrors when turn- 
ed up in the partition and fastened. 


The living room contains library 
shelves and a wardrobe. In the kitch- 


en are the pantry, cupboard, gasoline 
stove and sink, The seats extending 
along the sides are utilized on the prin- 
ciple of folding lounges for beds. The 
corners are arranged for carrying wa- 
ter and oil. The front seat can be con- 
verted Into a bed, with canvas placed 
over it. It is arranged with adjustable 
trucks and wheels for steam and trol- 
ley cars. It can drawn by 
horses or trailed behind automobiles.”

Without any warning the bullding was 
surrounded by the Ismailovsky guard 
regiment and a detachment of cavalry 
and a hundred policemen marched into 
the hall and ordered the meeting to dis- | 
perse under instructions from the chief 
of police. In spite of vigorous protests | 
that the meeting was entirely legal, the | 
police captain who was In charge of the 
police and troops was inexorable, and 
tbe members of parliament were com 
pelled to yield to force and left the hall | 
after drawing up a formal protest which | 
was signed by 28 members of parlia 
ment. 

M. Roditcheff, a member of par 
ment for St. Petersburg, hurried to the 
hall where the constitutional democrats 
were holding their convention and at 
nounced to the members there assem 
bled the action taken by the police. An 
indescribable scene of fury followed, 
after which Roditcheff, in a speech 
which was cheered to the echo, declared 
that the government's appeal for confi 
dence had again been false, and that | 
the people must rely upon thezaselves 
It was decided that one of the first 
things after the assembling of parlia- 
ment should be a demand for the dis 
missal of the chief of police

in their order of succession to the throne. 
The empresses were clad in court cos- 
tume. The young empress wore dia- 
monds and the dowager empress pearls. 

In the train of the imperial family 
came the matrons and maids of honor 
and the courts of the empresses in the 
same style costumes. Behind 
followed a long line of the wives 
daughters of the noblest families of 
Kussia. The czar halted in the centre 
of the hall and the metropolitan Anto- 
nius advanced to meet him and held out 
the cross, which the czar kissed. Then 
bending forward the czar clasped the 
hand of the metropolitan, raised it to his 
lips and kissed it, the metropolitan re- 
turning the salutation. 

The empresses, who had in the mean- 
time advanced and taken their places 
on either side of the czar, greeted the 
sacred emblem and the representative 
of the church in a similar manner, af- 
ter which the bearers of the insignia 
of state, having advanced to the steps 
of the throne, deposited the emble ms 
of sovereignty and cushions re sting on 
the dais on each side of the throne, and 
the imperial family and courtiers, hay- 
ing fallen slightly back, the czar and 
the two empresses were left standing 
in an Isolated group during the celebra- 
tion of the Te Deum, which followed 
This long and imposing ceremony was 
composed of prayers for the health and 
safety of the sovereign and his family 
and the new legislators.

All eyes turned on the czar, who bore 
himself proudly erect, joining in the Te 
Deum by crossing himself and making 
frequent responses. The empresses 
kept their eyes straight to the front 
during the long religious ceremony, 
glancing neither at the members of 
parliament on their right nor at the 
courtiers on their left, scarcely moving 
a muscle, though the heaving bosom 
and flushed face of the young empress 
showed that she was far from being 
at ease. 

At the close of the Te Deum, when 
all those participating in the ceremony 
had taken their places, there was a 
slight pause and then the czar walked 
slowly to the dais, ascended the throne, 
seated himself in the imperial chair 
and an aide-de-camp stepped forward 
and presented him with the draft of his 
address. The czar rose and, looking 
down upon the wonderful scene, deliv- 
ered his message to the representatives 
of the Russian millions. The czar 
spoke with a firm, steady voice which 
was heard distinctly in every corner of 
the hall, emphasizing deliberately 
every word Such a hush fell on the 
assembly during the reading that the 
snap of a camera shutter was sharply 
audible. 

The reading of the speech from the 
throne was not broken by the slightest 
attempt at applause, but the minute the 
czar had finished, bowed to the mem- 
bers of parliament and placed his foot 
on the step of the dais to descend, a 
long cheer broke forth The enthu- 
siasm, however, was principally con- 
fined to the courtiers and officers. 
Many of the members of parliament 
were sullen and silent. 

After a short pause in the Romanoff 
gallery, the czar, the empresses and 
Grand Duke Michael returned through 
the Neva door to the water front where, 
from a great float occupying the very 
site of the chapel on which the hail of 
grape fell during the ceremony of the 
biessing of the waters, Jan. 19, 1905, 
they embarked on a launch which 
steamed rapidly down the river to the 
imperial yacht Alexandra, which 
steamed down the bay to Peterhof

Quincy can congratulate itself upon 
having at last a gas company that is 
alive and up to date. The reorganized 
company is a business one, and intends 
to condact the business on business 
principles. Practically all of the gas 
mains used by the old company will 
have to be abandoned, and it is the 
intention of the present company to 
pipe the whole city. 

This is quite an undertaking and will 
require at least the expenditure of $2C0, 
000. It would be almost impossibility 
to do all of this work in any one year, 
but a good share of it will be done this 
year. A large number of streets were 
included in the order passed by the 
City Council on Monday evening grant- 
ing permission to lay mains, and it is 
the intention of the company as far as 
possible to employ.

Quarrymen 
Dare Not Work 


A Providence dispatch to the Boston 
Transcript reports a peculiar situation 
in a granite quarry : 

In fear of death, because of threats 
and intimidation, half a hundred or 
more quarrymen dare not; return to 
work at the Klondike Granite Quarry, 
two and a half miles south of Niantic, 
operated by the Gourlay Granite Com- 
pany, and astrike that seriously crip- 
ples the plant, is on because Italian 
workmen refuse longer to work side by 
side with acolored man. It is com- 
monly asserted that race feeling on the 
part of some half-dozen Italians, fost- 
ered by a grudge of some two or three 
months standing between Frank Capal- 
bo, an Italian, and Edward Grabic, the 
colored man, is 
trouble. 

It is said that there are many among 
the sixty-odd strikers who would glad- 
ly return to work if they dared, but 
stand too much in fear of the ready 
stiletto whose use is alleged to have 
been foreshadowed by threats, to seek 
employment again. Edward Grabic is 
employed as a driller of granite, and is 
said to be one of the most expert men 
at that kind of work in the quarry bus- 
iness. The Italian quarrymen, it is 
said, refused to work with him, and 
inasmach as the mangement refused to 
discharge him, they quit work. Whether 
or not this sentiment has in any way 
been fostered by labor agitators, the 
management of the quarry claims to 
have no inowindge

Street Railway 
Men Stand by 
The Agreement 
First Presented 


The delegates from the cities and 
towns which have street railway local 
unions are meeting today in hotel Rex- 
ford, Boston. The delegates have with 
them votes cast during the past two 
days on the question of standing by the 
agreement. 

George S. Rose of Lynn is president 
of the association and William J. Walsh 
of Quincy, secretary. The delegates 
will meet National President W. D. 
Mahon of Detroit, and National organ- 
izers W. B. Fitzgerald of Troy and D. 
S. Fitzgerald of New Haven. 

The voting in Quincy was concluded 
at 8 o'clock Tuesday night. There 
were over 200 votes cast, of which num- 
ber but eleven were in the negative. 

The vote to stand by the agreement 
does not mean a vote to strike, but that 
they are in favor of securing another 
conference with President Sallivan. 
Should this be refused an attempt will 
be made to have a board of arbitration 
pass upon the wage schedule. If this 
should also faila strike might be or- 
dered. No strike will be ordered, how- 
ever, until all other means are exhaust- 
ed. 

Quincy men are not in favor of strik- 
ing, aad their vote in the affirmative 
on the question submitted to them does 
not mean that they want a strike. 

There seems to be no doubt in the 
minds of the public as to President 
Sallivan’s stand on the 28 cents per Loar 
matter, and it is said that the proposed 
conference is for the purpose of secur- 
Ing some official declaration on the 
other proposition, . particularly. that 
which provides that extra mén shall be 
paid a stipulated sum whether they 
have work or not.

TELEPHONE GUARDS FOCLED 


Hew Jersey Farmer Found a Way

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Is Convicted of Heresy by Ec 
clesiastical Court 


ONE MEMBER DISSENTS 


Has Thirty Days Betore Sentence 
ot Suspension From Exercising 
Functions ot Minister Is Fully 
Pronounced to Retract 


Rochester, May 16.—The verdict of 
the court of ecclesiastics of the Episco- 
pal church sitting on the case of the 
Rey. Dr. Algernon 8. Crapsey is for 
suspension until he satisfies the eccle- 
siastical authorities of the diocese that 
bis belief and teaching conform to the 
doctrine of the Aposties’ creed and the 
Nicene creed as the church has re- 
celved them. 

Dr. Crapsey was accused of heresy 
and of utterances from the pulpit and 
in print in violation of the tenets of 
the church faith. 

Four members of the court signed 
the verdict of guilty, and the other mem- 
ber, Dr. Dunham, upholds Dr, Crapsey. 
The decision in part follows: 

“We make and find the following 
conclusions with respect to the said 
matters and things written and pub- 
lished by said respondent, and we here 
set forth for convenient reference that 
portion of the presentment referred to 
aud herein denominated ‘doctrines de- 
nied,’ being a part of specification 1, 
charge 1. 

“It being intended by sald language, 
words and terms, to express the presby- 
ter’s disbelief in and to impugn and to 
deny the following doctrines, to wit: 
1. The doctrine that our Lord Jesus 
Christ Is God, the Saviour of the world. 
2. The doctrine that our Lord Jesus 
Christ was conceived by the Holy Ghost. 
8. The doctrine of the virgin birth of 
our Lord Jesus Christ. 4. The doctrine 
of the resurrection of our blessed Lord 
and Saviour. 5. The doctrine of the 
biessed trinity.” After defining the ex- 
tent of Dr. Crapsey's guilt on each specl- 
fication the report concludes as fol- 
lows: 

“In accordance with section 18 of the 
ordinances of the ecclesiastical court of 
this diocese, we state that in our opin- 
fon sentence should be pronounced as 
follows: 

“That the respondent be suspended 
from exercising the functions of a min- 
ister of this church until such time as 
he shall satisfy the ecclesiastical au- 
thority of the diocese that his belief 
and teaching conform to the doctrines 
of the Apostles’ creed and the Nicene 
creed, as this church hath received the 
same. However, we express the earnest 
hope and desire that the respondent 
may see his way clear, during the 30 
days which, under the canon of the 
church, must intervene before sen- 
tence can be pronounced fully, to sat- 
isfy the ecclesiastical authority of such 
conformity on his part.” 

The other member of the court, in his 
separate decision, says: 

“I find from his own statements and 
the evidence submitted for his defense 
that his error consists rather in pre 
suming to define what God has not been 
pleased to reveal and to interpret those 
doctrines in a manner not generally re- 
ceived by the church rather than in a 
denial and rejection of their truth and 
authority.” 

Stay of sentence is certain, as Dr. 
Crapsey will appeal to the court of re- 
view, his appeal preventing the bishop 
from imposing sentence. 


Kaiser's Visit Choked Off 

Vienna, May 16.—Emperor William 
of Germany suggested visiting Buda- 
pest on the occasion of the forthcoming 
tuicliing of the monument to Count 
Julius Andrassy, one of the founders of. 
the Austro-German alliance, thus prov- 
ing his friendly feeling for the Magyars, 
which had been questioned. The Aus- 
trian government intimated that the 
moment was inopportune for such a 
visit, as the coalition papers were con- 
tending that the alliance was disadvan- 
tageous to Austro-Hungarian Interests. 


Large Policies Transferred 

London, May 16.—Tne Daily Mail 
states that the following persons have 
transferred their policies from the Mu- 
tual Life Insurance company of New 
York to the North British Mercantile 
company: The Duchess of -Marlbor- 
ough, $250,000; J. M. Walker, $100,000; 
Lord Wharncliffe, $50,000, and W. W. 
Rutherford, M. P., for bimself and 
others, $500,000. 


Contest Over Electoral Reform 

Stockholm, May 16.—The second 
chamber of the parliament adopted, by 
a vote of 134 to 94, the government elec- 
toral reform scheme which the first 
chamber had rejected. The govern- 
ment relied upon the support of 
friends during the imminent severe con- 
flict over the question of electoral! re- 
form.

VALUABLE “PRESENTS” 


Peddlied Out In Return For 
Favors From a Railroad 

Philadelphia, May 17.—Revelations 
of an unusual character were made dur- 
ing the investigation of the Interstate 
commerce commission into the alleged 
discrimination by railroad companies 
in the distribution of cars to coal com- 
panies in the bituminous region. 

George W. Creighton, general super- 
intendent of the Pennsylvania division 
of the Pennsylvania Railroad company, 
admitted that be held stock in several 
coal companies and that the stock had 
been presented to him. 

President Jamison of the Jamison 
Coal and Coke company testified that 
his company had presented Pennsyl- 
vania railroad officials with stock in his 
company with the object of securing 
better treatment and fairness from the 
corporation. He also sald that Rob- 
ert Pitcairn, now assistant to President 
Cassatt of the Pennsylvania railroad, 
had declined a proffer of stock, saying 
that he preferred the money. Jamison 
bought the stock back from him for 
$5000. 

R. K. Cassatt, son of President Cas- 
satt, testified that at a time when the 
Pennsylvania Railroad company was 
suffering from a scarcity of cars it had 
relinquished its claim to 5600 cars or- 
dered from the Pressed Steel Car com- 
pany and that they had been purchased 
by the Keystone Coal and Coke com- 
pany.

George W. Clark, Pennsylvania rail- 
road car distributor at Altoona, 


tor, and stated that he did not know 
why the money was sent to him. 


Narrowly Escaped Great Disaster 

New York, May 17.—The big doubie- 
decked ferryboat Baltimore, of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad company, sank 
in her slip in the North river last night 
after a collision with a steam lighter in 
mid-stream. Following the crash the 
Baltimore started full speed ahead and 
rushed into the New York slip. The 
vessel had begun to settle before the 
last of the 150 passengers and the sev 
eral teams on board had reached the 
landing stage. The lighter Greenwich, 
laden with ore, stove a great hole in the 
Raltimore’s bull. 


Denial From Standard Oli 

New York, May 17.—The Standard 
Oil company has issued to its sharehold 
ers a statement in reply to the special 
message recently sent to congress by 
President Roosevelt and the report on 
the oll Industry by Commissioner Gar- 
field of the bureau of corporations, 
which accompanied it. The statement 
denies positively the charge that the 
Standard Oil company benefited by se 
cret rates for the transportation of its 
products.

Members of the deputation say words 
cannot describe the enthusiasm in the 
minds of Norwegian people all over the 
globe at the revival of the old Nor- 
wegian glory after a number of cen- 
turies. 

For three centuries after , when 
Harold Haarfarger was made king, the 
Norse rulers were crowned In the open 
air or in rude temples. Then the great 
cathedral was built. Several times it 
was set on fire, but never totally de 
stroyed, and the major part of it as it 
stands today has withstood the ravages 
of 800 years. The newest part, as re 
stored from time to time, Is 200 years 
old. During the important periods of 
Norway's history Trondhjem was the 
seat of the government. While many 
of the kings of Scandinavia during the 
old union were crowned there, some of 
them were not 

It is now the plan to revive all the 
old glory of the place with a burst of 
splendor unequaled since the days of 
the banquet hall of Olaf the Great, de 
scribed in the sagas. Variety in the 
gorgeous costuming of the court will be 
offered by the crown princes and oth 
ers next the thrones of Europe who 
will represent their governments at the 
coronation. 

Music will play a prominent part in 
the proceedings, and the most noted of 
Norway's composers are working on 
the coronation cantata. Recent ad- 
vices from the Norwegian capital say 
that the aged Lammers, the greatest 
singer Norway has ever produced, will 
sing a solo in that production.

The Deadly Drugs Have a Fascina- 
tien For the Workmen., 

“Slip on this glass mask,” said the 
foreman. “You will need it.”

“We make 1,000 tons of cyanide a 
year,” he said.

VIRGINS’ GARLANDS. 


Memorials In an English Church to 
Girls True to First Love. 
There are seven “virgins’ garlands” 
still in existence in Minsterley church, 
Salop, the first of them bearing the 

date 1554 and the last 1751. 

They consist of silk ribbons and 
paper, ball shaped, and are covered 
with rosettes, the inside center of the 
cane or wire frame supporting a pair 
of paper gloves. They represent a ro 
mantic custom of very ancient origin 
and are sacred to the memory of girls 
who while betrothed in their youth 
lost their intended husbands by death, 
yet remained true to their first loves. 

Each maiden designed her own gar- 
land, and at her death this simple em- 
blem was borne before her by the vil 
lage lasses, the white gloves being aft- 
erward added. After the obsequies 
these garlands were suspended in the 
village church on a rod bearing at its 
extremity a heart in the shape of an 
escutcheon, upon which the Initials and 
date were inscribed. These were origi 
nally fixed above the maiden's pew. 

Some of the earliest and forgotten 
garlands were composed of real flow- 
ers, but later the covered hoops de- 
scribed were substituted. 

There is a passing allusion to this 
“simple memorial of the early dead” 
in “Hamlet.” “Yet here she is allowed 
her virgin crants,” “crants” siguifying 
garlands.—London Graphic.

BLUE BADGE OF HONOR. 


President Roesevelt’s Tribute to the 
Mae In Uniform. 

A notable tribute to the American 
soldier was paid by President Roose- 
velt in a letter to Secretary Taft in- 
dorsing the action of a court martial 
which reduced Lieutenant Roy I. Tay- 
lor twelve files for unbecoming con- 
duct toward an enlisted man of his 
command. A sergeant of his company 
occupied a seat at a theater in front of 
Taylor. At the latter's request or di- 
reetion the sergeant moved to another 
part of the house. The court martial 
followed. 

The president says in his letter, which 
is dated Feb. 5, 1900: 

“In my Judgment Lieutenant Taylor 
committed one of the most serious 
faults which any officer can commit 
I am glad that he was reduced twelve 
files. It is a pleasure to record the 
fact that his offense was altogether ex- 
ceptional in the body to which he be 
longs. I know of no other officer who 
has ever been guilty of similar miscon 
duct. 

“There is no body of men in this 
country of similar size which merits so 
well of the country as the body of of 
ficers and enlisted men in the army 
and navy of the United States. Not 
only should the country as a whole 
jealously guard the interests of these 
men and regard their honor as being 
identified to a peculiar degreé and in a 
pecullar sense with its own, but the 
members of the body should them 
selves feel the same jealous eagerness 
to uphold the honor and standing of 
all connected with it. Above all, this 
should be the object of the officers as 
regards the enlisted men 

“The more civilized a nation Is, the 
more honestly desirous It is of secur 
ing peace, the greater should the 
care with which it fosters and encour 


be 


ages the preservation of the military 
virtues among its citizens, and In no 
way can this be better achieved than 
by resolute effort to secure proper rec 
ognition for the enlisted men of the 
army aud navy The uniform of the 
enlisted man is a badge of honor. It 
entitles him to peculiar consideration 
It shows that in the great majority of 
he learned 
self command, of self restraint, of obe 


cases las those habits of 
dience and of fearlessness in the face 
of danger which put him above most 
of his fellows who have not possessed 
similar privileges. To strive 
ecriminate against him in any way is 
literally an infamy, for it is in rea 


one of the most serious offenses wh 


ch 
can be committed against the stability 
and greatness of our nation.”—New 
York Tribune

Public Statutes.) 


Sect. 3—“ {on all cities every person who 
conveys milk in carriages or otherwise for the 
purpose of selling the same in such city shall 
annually on the first day of May, or within 
thirty days thereafter be licensed by the Inspec- 
tor of Milk of such city to sell milk within the 
limits thereof, and shall pay to such lLospector 
fifty cepts each to the use of the city.’’ 

Szcr. 4.—‘* Every person belore selling milk 
or offering it for sale in a store, booth, stand, or 
market place in a city or in a town in which sno 
Inspector or Inspectors of Milk are appointed, 
shall register in the books of such Inspector or 
Inspectors, and shall pay to him or them fifty 
cents to the use of such city or town; and who 
ever neglects 40 to register, shall be punished 
tor each offence by fine not exceeding tweaty 
dollars.”

ANDS of music were heading

THE SOLAR SYSTEM. 


Some Facts Which Give an Idea of | 
Its Immensity. | 
In all the heavens, with the excep- 
tion of passing meteors or meteorites, 
not one body occupies a position closer | 
to earth thag the moon, which is some 
240,000 miles away—very far, of 
course, side by side with any raged 
distances, but a mere fraction side by 
side with other astronomical distances. 
Next to the moon our nearest occasion- 
al neighbor is Venus, and then Mars. 
Both Venus and Mars, however, are 
often farther away from us than the 
sun, which remains always at some- 
where about the same distance, rough- 
ly at from 90,000,000 to 93,000,000 miles. 
This dividing space between sun and 
earth is of great importance in think- 
ing about the stars, and it should be 
clearly impressed upon the mind. 
Next to the sun in point of nesrnesn | 
come the more distant planets—Jupiter, 
which is about five times as far from 
the sun as our earth is; Saturn, nearly 
twice as far as Jupiter; Uranus, near- 
ly twice as far as Saturn, and Neptune, 
nearly three times as far as Saturn. All 
these planets belong to our sun, all 
are members of his family, all are part 
of the solar system. The size of the 
solar system as a whole, consisting 
thus of the sun and his planets, includ- 
ing our earth, may be fairly well grasp- 
ed by any one taking the trouble to 
master two simple facts. They are 
these, that our earth is roughly about 
92,000,000 miles away from the sun 
and that Neptune, the outermost plan- 
et of the solar system, is nearly thirty 
times as far distant from the sun as 
eur earth is.—Chambers’ Journal.

San Francisco Calamity. 


PLUOEKY HUSTLING OF AN EDITOR 


How He Worked Hard Trying to 
Get Out an Extra—The Chronicle 
Tried to Work Its Own Plant While 
Earthquake Kept on Quaking, but 
Was Stopped by Fire—Spirit of the 
People Remarkable.

A letter from Ernest 8, Simpson, city 
editor of the San Francisco Chronicle, 
to a friend in New York tells one part 
of an episode which should be histo 
rical in American journalism—the un- 
successful fight of the newspaper men 
to get out extras on the first morning 
of the earthquake disaster in San Fran- 
cisco and the successful effort to keep 
the papers running without a break, 
says the New York Sun. It says in 
part: 

“An hour ago in a candy store I met} 
one of the saloon keeping D.’s. He | 
was dusty and haggard, but cheerful. 
He hasn't a saloon left out of his large 
and profitable flock. 

“‘Gimme a pineapple ice cream s0- | 
da,’ said the once haughty D. of the 
Tenderloin to a boy who was even 
dirtier than he—or myself. 

“*It’'s a h— of a leveler, ain it? he} 
said to me. ‘Nearly starved for four 
days while I was rustling grub and 
cooking !t for a family of six to twelve. 
Then a Chink that worked for me 
showed up. He wanted to get out of 
town to see his brother somewhere. 

“**“Brother be d——d!" says 1. “You 
cook!” says I, “and I grabs his hat and 
skins the coat off of him and hides ’em | 
so he can't slope, and we're eating the | 
real chow again.”’ Not a word about | 
the calamity which must have 
gared him. 

“If you whimper now you do it In a} 
whisper. You'd be proud of what's 
left of your dear old San Franaisco, 
Cal. She's crippled, thirsty, hungry 
and broke. She has a few whole 
churches, only half of her 
houses, not one French restaurant, not 
a theater. She is full of people with- | 
out homes, jobs or clothes. She is the 
worst bunged up town that ever was. | 
But the spirit of her is something to 
bring tears of pride to any American's | 
eyes that was not crushed by the quake 
nor scorched by the fire. She ts as 
game as Bat Nelson, Britt, McGovern, | 
Hanlon and all the rest of the light- | 
weight division put together. You can't | 
beat a town that does not know when | 
she is licked. 

“It is one of the things that I am/| 
proud of that the newspaper gang had | 
so few ‘run outs.’ I dog trotted to the | 
office, arriving there about 6 a. m. | 
The managing editor was there, my | 
brother and a few others. Men from 
all departments came in steadily, and | 
I began hustling for an extra. The old 
building was not seriously hurt, and 
one elevator was in commission, and | 
we got a few typos upstairs. (The 
typesetting room was on the top floor.) 
I established the city desk in the busi- 
ness office and soon had a bunch of 
copy going up, while my brother was 
holding the men upstairs At 8:15] 
o'clock we got another jolt—about No. 
4, I guess—and no more upstairs for | 
printers or stereotypers. The fire was | 
coming at us from the east and south | 
strong. We went upstairs to see what 
we could do with the machinery. Then 
we found that we were without water | 
or power, and it was agreed to try to} 
publish a one-for-all paper somehow 
and somewhere Thursday morning. As 
an emergency last chance, an Exam- 
iner bunch was sent over to the Oak- 
land Tribune to get out a Chronicle- 
Call-Examiner, lots being drawn by 
Michelson, McNaught and me In the 
Bulletin office for order of precedence 
in title. (The Bulletin is an evening 
paper, the Chronicle, Call and Exam- 
iner morning papers.) 

“The rest of the day was one hot 
weariness. We tried until 7 p. m. to 
get power on in the Bulletin office. 
Then the war lords quit—those who had 
not given it up earlier—and scattered 
to the four winds. I had watched the 
Call and Examiner burn earlier in the 
afternoon. When the game was up for 
a San Francisco paper I plodded along 
the edge of the fire and out Market 
street, home, too weary to climb the 
office stairs if that had been possible. 
At 11 p. m. I reached home. We tried 
to sleep in our front doorway, but it | 
was no go. We could hear the fire east 
and north of us, and it was so light 
that you could read easily indoors amd 
out. The noise of falling walls and 
cornices was like a string of fire- | 
crackers, and every few minutes the 
dynamiters would punctuate it with 
an earth shaking explosion. | 

“My people were packed and pro- 
visioned and ready to move. I stayed 
with them until noon and then sent 
French to make a deal with the Oak- 
land Herald, and put Clarke, my sec- 
ond assistent, in charge locally. I 
butted into the committee of fifty, was 
made a member of the press o> | 
tee, got a special policeman’s star, com- 
mandeered automobiles until I had a 
good one—with a regular fiend of a 
driver—picked up staff and reporters 
and got to Oakland about 10 p.m. I 
took my bunch to the Oakland Herald. 
Where I found French and my brother 
Lynne. We managed by 5 a. m. to 
pull out 7,000 copies of a combined Call 
and Chronicle, differing in title and | 
editorial. There was no more paper

I helped load them on a one horse, 
rickety express wagon and sat on them 
for a four mile crawl through the 
dawn to the estuary, where I had a 
man holding a jaybawk launch with 
promises of money and threats of 
shooting. We piked in through the 
wreckage of the wharfs at 7 a. m., 
found that good automobile waiting 
and tore through what was left of the 
town, giving away papers from Noe 
Valley to the Presidio. The people 
were crazy for them. Out in the park, 
crowded with refugees, a big chap got 
on our front board and refused to get 
off. If we had stopped anywhere we 
would have been stripped of our pa- 
pers, I leaned across Jimmy Hopper 
in the tonneau and soaked Mr. Husky. 
We were running some, and he spun 
like a top when he hit the macadam. 
“At 9 a. m. I went up to Mr. De 
Young, the proprietor of the Chronicle 
—this was Friday. 
house after an all night struggle. He 
had got his people out to San Rafael. 
He had plenty of food, no water, 
plenty of automobiles and no gasoline 
I got out and grabbed a can of oil, with 
an order for more, and took Mr. De 
Young to Oakland. We had a dickens 
of a time getting there, making a deal 
with the Herald, arranging for white 
paper supply and getting back to San

05. Asimilar percentage of increase

The annual report of the Metropolitan 
Water and Sewerage Board for Jan. 1, 
1906, issued from the press last week, 
has much of interest. Relative to con- 
sumption there is on page 123 a table 
giving the consumption by cities both 
1004 and 1905, and the daily average per 
capita. Contrary to expectation the 
decrease per capita does not come in 
the metered cities but is wholly in 
Stoneham, Chelsea, Everett and Somer 
ville.

GATHERING OF MARINES 


They Will Be Within Easy Call 
to Assist Zone Police Force, 
Which Is Really a Miniature 
Army Ready For Service 


Washington, May 22.—More than 600 


marines will confront Liberal leaders on 


the Isthmus of Panama in case they 
attempt to promote riots and revolution 


at the time of the election in Panama 


on June 20. Although the canal zone 


is under the secretary of war, there is 
po indication that the war department 
will have any troops near the isthmus 
at the time of the approaching election 
and Secretary Taft must rely upon the 
miarine corps to protect the canal zone. 
Only 200 marines are on the isthmus 
at present. More than 400 marines are 
on the cruiser Columbia, which is on its 
way to Guantanamo and will be within 
easy call in case the politics become 
stormy in Panama. This large de- 
tachment is in command of Major Le- 
jeune. The Marblehead, which is now 
sailing southward down the Mexican 
coast and is only a few days from the 
isthmus, carries only a small detach- 
ment of marines and cannot add much 
strength to any land expedition which 
may be necessary to quiet the political 
situation which is threatening 
The zone force has been 
strengthened materially and is so well 
equipped that it is in reality a minia 
ture army and is ready for service at 
any time. Under the leadership of 
the well trained marines it is believed 
the police force will be able to quell 
any disturbances which may arise 
Troops can be hastened to any scene 
of trouble in the canal zone without 
delay on the railroad.

It was with some surprise that the 
Councilmen longest in service should 
have stated in the City Council this 
week that the water takers are paying 
all the water expenses and that the city 
was getting all its water free. The 
facts are that the Metropolitan water 
assessment has always been paid by di- 
rect taxation, and that itis largely in 
excess of all water used by the city, 
both by the fire department, tbe street 
department, the department, 
for the street sprinkling, and for pub- 
lic buildings, etc. 

Included in the tax levy of 1905 was 
the Metropolitan water assessment of 
$35, 832. 1004 the sum of $34,- 
084.24; in the sum of $30,237.42 
for Metropolitan assessment, and also 
the maturing water debt of $34,500.00,

DAYS OF SLAVERY 


Woman's Terrible Story of Her 
Life With Relatives 


WASBRUTALLY DECEIVED 


Voice Commanded Her to Kill 
Uncle and Aunt Atter She Had 
Contessed Her,Misdeeds to Her 


Husband--**Will of the Lord” 


New York, May 23.—With the words: 
“I did only what the Lord told me to 
do,” Josephine Terranova, the girl-w ife 
on trial for the murder of uncle and 
aunt, in avenging horrible injuries done 
her, ended her story of awful slavery 
told on the witness stand in her own 
defense. 

Her story was so horrible that one 
woman fainted. A dozen others of the 
curious who attended covered their 
faces and left the courtroom during the 
girl's testimony. 

Her testimony was to the effect that 
when a little girl of 8 she went to live 
with her uncle and aunt. She said her 
uncle began his brutal treatment when 
she was but 1144 years of age, and that 
it continued up to and including the 
very night after she had been legally 
married. 

“Each morning after that horrible 
day, when I was a little over 11 years 
of age, they made me do all the house- 
work. I was obliged to get out of bed 
at 3 o'clock to begin the work. I never 
got to sleep until after 12 o'clock at 
night. I did all the housework for 10, 
11 and 16 boarders up to the time I was 
married. I was continually beaten and 
abused. When I was a little over 11 
my aunt told me I must do as my uncle 
said. She said it was ‘nothing’ and 
that it was ‘all right.’” 

She said that her husband, after listen 
ing to her confession, told her that she 
was no longer -his wife and thereupon 
left her. She remained alone during 
the following 10 days, subject, 
said, to the influence of hallucinations 
in which her uncle appeared. 
ever he appeared a voice said, “kill 
him.” Each night, the witness con 
tinued, dream or imagine 
that she was in the presence of God and 
then again she would hear the 
“kill your uncle.” 

At the end of 10 days, the girl 
she went to her mother’s house 
was turned away. 
voices became more insistent and their 
directions more pointed, telling her to 
buy a knife and a revolver and to kill 
both the Reggios. When armed and on 
her way to their house for this purpose, 
she said, she had crossed herself three 
times and prayed to know whether she 
was doing right She confronted her 
uncle, calling him “traitor,” and he re 
plied: “You are an outcast.”

Justice Scott, 
who is trying the case, questioned the 
girl about the voices she to 
have heard and she told him that they 
came like a ringing in the ears.

Congress Did Not Enumerate 


Ocean Commerce Because it 


Would Have Been Frivolous-- 
Railroads Must Stand Trial 


Kansas City, May 23.—The demurrer 
of the Burlington railway, denying the 
jurisdiction of the government in eXx- 
port freight rates, was overruled in the 
United States circuit court here by 
Judge McPherson. The decision is of 
great importance to shipping interests 
and of particular weight at present, be 
cause it tends to destroy the contention

The deserter groaned in agony as he 
realized the situation, and the people 
had withdrawn into the bouse to go to 
bed before he crawled away.

When Accepted by Boston.

KELIHER WILL RUN AGAIN. 


Ninth District Congressman to Be 
Opposed by Mayor. 


The agony over the 12 o'clock bill Is 
at an end. The measure, which was 


ernor Guild, permitting the issuing of 
licenses to 29 hotels in Boston to sell 
liquor to their guests from 11 p. m. until 
midnight, has now passed both branches 
of the legislature and received the ex- 


ecutive signature. 
There has been a tremendous battle 
since the plan was originated for the 
passage of this bill. There wasa strong 
| demand for shis legislation from the 
merchants and business men of Boston. 
It was felt by many that the existing 
law made Boston a provincial city, in- 
jured it In the eyes of the country, and 
worked against it in a business way 
also 

The first measure introduced pro- 
vided for the licensing by the excise 
board of an unlimited number of hotels 
it, Boston to sell from 11 p. m. until mid- 
night. It also applied to all other cities 
in the state having a population of 45,- 
000 or upwards. The referendum was 
attached to this measure and, conse- 
quently, it did not become a law with 
reference to any city until accepted by 
its voters. The cost of this license to 
hotels holding a hotel license was $500 


in addition to the regular fee 


| Origina! Billi Unsatisfactory 
This measure was bitterly fought by 
temperance people but finally 
passed both branches of the legislature 
and went to the governor. It did uot 
| meet his entire approval, owing to the 
fact that the number of hotels which 
might receive this license was not lim- 
ited, and be also fe't that there was no 
demand for it of thiscity.

The Supersensitive Mayor 

Mayor John F. Fitzgerald of Boston 
seems to be very sensitive to newspa- 
per criticism. Some time ago a Boston 
newspaper published the fact that it 
bad cost $3572 to paint six rooms in city 
ball, including the mayor's two offices. 
Whe cost for painting the mayor's inner 
office was $1159. The newspaper in 
question called attention to the fact 
that it cost, at the state house, to paint 
the governor's private office, $197, the 
two rooms being of nearly the same di- 
mensions. 

This and other criticism evidently 
stirred up the mayor quite seriously, 
and in his weekly newspaper he has 
made a personal attack upon that city 
hall reporter and the dally newspaper 
in question.

The ac- 
curacy of his aim and the truth of his 
statements seem to be corroborated by 
the fact that they have touched a tender 
spot. 

For a man who is so free to criticise 
others, the mayor shows an extreme 
sensitiveness to adverse criticism that 
is hardly compatible with his position. 

There is likely to be an extremely 
interesting fight in the Ninth congres- 
sional district this fall.

Congressman 
John A. Keliher is a candidate for re- 
nomination, and Mayor Fitzgerald is 
eworn to defeat him. The mayor in- 
sists that Mr. Keliher Is not a Demo- 
crat and insinuates that he was friend- 
ly last fall to the candidacy of former 
Speaker Louis A. Frothingham for 
mayor.

is sold and has been sold are upavoid 
able or the result of an attempt on the 
part of the dealers, at wholesale or re- 
tail, to make excessive profits.’’ Sub- 
sequently, before the hearing, the com- 
mittee was Ordered to extend the inves- 
tigation ‘‘throughout the Common 
wealth,’ and ‘‘to investigate and 
ascertain whetber vessels or barges 
loaded with coal have been held or 
detained in harbors or at wharves for 
an unreasonable time before being un- 
loaded.” 

It is very evident that the Legis- 
lature, in view of the state of facts 
then, and immediately thereafter exist- 
ing in this community as to the lack of 
coal was thoroughly aroused, and with 
a view to some legislation, was deter 
mined, if possible, to probe to the 
bottom the circumstances relating to the 
supply of coal. The order was very 
sweeping. Under it the committee 
could properly inquire into the conduct 
of every coal dealer in the Common- 
wealth, so far as it related to receiving, 
supplying or selling coal, or holding or 
detaining or unloading coal barges at 
the harbors or wharves. Under these 
circumstances the committee met.

It may fairly be assumed that the 
members were determined in a matter 
so momentous to do their duty. The 
defendant, then the Mayor of Quincy, 
who evidently had been quite active in 
his efforts to relieve the wants of the 
residents of that city as to coal,—a fact 
of whicb the committee apparently had 
had some information,—was summoned 
as a witness and duly sworn. In re- 
sponse to questions putto him by the 
chairman be gives his name and states 
that he is Mayor of Quiaocy. Theo the 
examination continues thus, the ques 
tions being put by the chairman: 

““Q—Now the committee understand 
that you have had some lateresting ex- 
periences in your efforts to secure coal 
for the people of Quincy and vicinity. ' 

‘*A.—I don’t know whether they are 
interesting or not; we have had some 
experience,’ 

**Q.—The committee would like to 
hear about it in your own way.” 

In response to this question the wit- 
ness proceeds tu make a long statement 
occupying several minutes. Did he say 
anything not pertinent? 

‘The examination of witnesses is 
regulated by the tribunal before which 
they testify, and if witnesses answer 
pertinently questions asked they by 
counsel which are not excluded by the 
tribuoal, or answer pertiuently ques- 
tions asked them by the tribunal, they 
ought to be absolutely protected. 

“*It is not the duty of a witness to 
decide for himself whether the ques- 
tions asked him under the direction of 
the tribunal are relevant. As the wit 
ness is sworn to tell the truth relating 
to the matter concerning which his 
testimony is taken, he ought also to be 
absolutely protected in testifying to any 
matter which is relevant to the inqairy 
or which he reasonably believes to be 
relevant to it. But a witness ought not 
to be permitted with impunity to volun- 
teer defamatory statements which are 
irrelevant to the matter of inquiry, and 
which he does not believe to be rele 
vant. This statement of the law, we 
think, is supported by the decisions in 
this Commonwealth. The English de 
cisions, perhaps, go somewhat further 
than this in favor of a witness; certain 
ly they apply the role liberally for his 
protection.’’ Field, J., in Wright v. 
Lothrop, 149 Mass. 385, 389, 
many authorities. 

It is to be noted that the witness was 
relying toa statement from the chair 
mano that the committee would like to 
have the witness state bis experience in 
his ‘‘own way.’’ Under these circum 
the witness, as he went on, had 
the right to assume that if he said any- 
thing not wanted by the committee he 
would be interrupted by the chairman; 
and that, in the absence of any such in- 
terruption, he was giving the inform- 
ation fur which the chairman asked, 
exactly asif the questions had been 
more specific and the statements were 
made in answer thereto. If so, the 
statements being responsive to the 
question were pertinent within the 
meaning of the word. 

But we do not base our decision up- 
oo this ground. We have examined 
carefully the testimony and are struck 
with the strictness with which the wit- 
ness in response to such a general 
question kept within the general scope 
of the inquiry. The statements which 
he made, if true, (and of that we can- 
not in this action inquire,) were plain- 
ly and strictly pertinent to the subject 
before the committee. It is true that 
the word ‘‘blackmail’’ is used, but it 
is perfectly apparent that, it is used 
for the word ‘‘blacklist’’ and that taken 
in connection with its context, the 
word is simply used by the witness as 
discriptive of certain facts which are 
fully detailed by him, and which if

A BLOOD RED LAKE, 


Peceullarity Manifested by a Sheet of 
Water In Switserland. 

Morat, in Switzerland, has a 
queer habit of turning red about two 
wor three times every ten years. it is a 
pretty lake, like most of the sheets of 
water in that picturesque country, and 
{ts peculiar freak is attributed to a dis- 
position to celebrate the slaughter of 
the Burgundians under Charles the 
Bold on June 21, 1476, but the French 
say that it blushes for the conduct of 
the Swiss, who in that battle gave the 
Burgundians no quarter. 

This phenomenon, of course, has its 
legend. The old fishermen of the lake, 
who catch enormous fish called silures 
that weigh between twenty-five and 
forty kilograms, say when they see the 
waters of the lake reddening that it is 
the blood of the Burgundians. As a 
matter of fact, some of the bodies of

were tossed into a grave filled with 
quicklime. This historical recollection 
angered the Burgundian soldiers of the 
victorious armies of the republic in 
1798 so much that they destroyed the 
monument raised in honor of their 
compatriots who fell heroically in that 
battle, and Henri Martin very justly 
reproached them for that piece of van- 
dalism.

Pleased Chinese Officials

Revenge For Our Exclusion ot 
Coolies--Unlawful Practices In

Washington, May 24 —Secretary 
Metcalf, complying with a resolution 
of the house, bas sent to that body a 
long report from Commissioner Gen- 
eral Sargent of the immigration bu- 
reau giving the history of the enforce 
ment of the Chinese exclusion law. The 
last chapter of the report deals with 
the Chinese boycott of American goods 
and reproduces official proclamations of 
Chinese officials which, despite asser 
tlons to the contrary, show that the Chi- 
nese government is at least dis- 
couraging the boycott. 

In July of last year an official procia 
mation was made by the Chinese consul 
general at San Francisco to Chinese in 
this country. The proclamation was 
cabled from the Chinese foreign office. 
The official translation of it contains 
this language: “The Chinese exclusion

SHE SAVED THE 


BOWERIE 


(Original.} 

While spending a summer on Great 
Bouth bay, which lies between Long 
Island and Fire island, I hired an old 
fisherman to take me out In his boat. 
He was a queer character and told 
some stories about the early history 
of Long Island that Interested me. He 
had lived in the same location all his 
life, and his father, grandfather and 
great-grandfather before him. 

Day after day he sat in the stern 
with one brown hand on the tiller, the 
other on the main sheet, reeling off 
yarns as his little sloop reeled off 
knots. This is one of them: 

“There was a time when piratin’ was 
@ much more respectable trade than 
it is now, and right here the pirates 
used to come in through the inlets and 
bury their plunder. They bought a 
lot o’ provisions and such things as 
they needed, and as they was good 
pay what few people there was about 
in them days was very glad to trade 
with ‘em—that Is, when they wasn't 
bent on murder and robbery. One of 
our family who knowed how to write 
writ down a good many things In a 
blank book, and there was a lot in it 
about the pirates. That's how I got 
what I'm goin’ to tell you. 

“One o’ the farmers, an old Dutch- 
man, had a farm, or a bowerle, as he 
called it, about a mile from the house 
my ancestors built, only nearer the 
bay. One fall a niece of his'n—I don't 
remember her name, except the first 
name was Katrina—come out here 
from New York to visit her uncle's 
family. Bein’ town bred, she was a 
leetle too good for the folks about here; 
In fact, my ancestor, the writer, de- 
scribes her as a high stepper. She 
must ‘a’ been one o’ them Vans that 
has since considered theirselves the big 
toads in the New York puddle. Any- 
way, Katrina, though her uncle tried 
hard to give her a good time, turned up 
her purty nose at the farmer people 
I don’t exactly know why, seein’ that 
tillin’ o’ the soll Is as respectable as 
tradin’ in the skins o’ wild animals, 
which her people did. 

“Howsomedever, her uncle got up a 
big dance for her on his bowerile. I 
think they had to do the dancin’ In 
the barn, seein’ there warn't no other 
plate big enough. Katrina, she jist 
went around with her nose in the alr 
and wouldn't hey no attention from 
none o’ the young farmers, and her un- 
cle come up to her and tole her that 
she was too high and mighty for the 
simple folk about here and he'd send 
her home the next day. 

“All of a suddent there was a barkin’ 
o’ the dogs and a hollerin’ o’ the nig- 
ger slaves outside, and in another mo- 
ment in comes a lot o’ men in sailor 
tog, with cutlasses, and one o’ ‘em 
with a pair o' mustaches a foot long 
cries out: 

“*All you men git out o’ here onless 
you want to walk a plank from the 
roof laid over the well!’ 

“They was pirates that had come in 
at the Inlet and come ashore for amuse 
ment and plunder. The farmer men 
got out mighty quick except the fid- 
dlers, for the chief ordered ‘em back. 
He must ’a’ been the cap'n. Then the 
pirates tole the fiddlers to play, and, 
goin’ up to the women, each cutthroat 
chose a pardner and swung her off into 
the dance. The cap'n he spied Katrina 
settin’ dignified and haughty, and 
when he seen her—so the story goes— 
he made a step aft and put his hand 
up to his fore’ead like they does in the 
theater and gasps. Katrina see the 
cap’n and set bolt upright as though 
be warn't nothin’ to her. Then he 
walks up to her, sort o’ cringin’ like, 
and when he gits where she was he 
sweeps the floor with his hat and says 
somep'’n’ to her so low that nobody 
couldn't hear it, and she says some- 
p’n’ to him, and he says somep’n’ more 
to her, and they kept it up awhile; then 
she gits up, and he leads her out to 
dance. 

“The chronologer says that they was 
the highest steppin’ pair that ever 
paced through a dance in the colony, 
the man and the girl bein’ both blue 
bloods sure. The other women forgot 
their fright and danced like country 
jakes, which they was, only they made 
sneerin’ remarks about Katrina, sayin’ 
that now she'd got a pirate they hoped 
she was satisfied. They wondered 
what the two had been talkin’ about, 
but Katrina didn’t let on. She jist 
walked through the dance as poker- 
like as ever, and the cap’n was as 
cringin’ before her as if she’d been the 
queen of England. She didn’t seem to 
fear him, and she didn’t say nothin’ to 
him. She jist danced as if she was 
walkin’ around with a yaller dog. 

“There was jist one dance. Then the 
cap’n give a signal to leave. The men 
looked kind o’ hard at him and wasn't 
goin’ to go. The cap’n walks up to one 
on ‘em and was bringin’ his cutlass 
down on him when the feller dug out, 
and the rest follered. The cap’n he 
went last, and before he did he turned 
and give Katrina one look. My scrib- 
bliin’ ancestor says it was like the look 
& man might give his sweetheart jist 
before he was goin’ to be swung off. 

“And that was the next thing that 
happened to the cap’n. A man-o’-war 
was watchin’ for him outside and 
scooped the whole gang. It turned out 
that he had been a New York beau, a 
lover of Katrina's she'd refused, and 
he’d concluded to Ive down the blow 
to them sensitive feelin’s o’ his'n by 
turnin’ pirate. When he went up to 
Katrina and asked her to dance she 
agreed for one dance if he’d promise 
to git out without taken the valyables 
or barmin’ any one. He promised, and 
she saved everything and everybody. 

“It's gittin’ a leetle dirty lookin’ out 
there. I guess we'd better go about, 
and I'l) put you ashore.”

Causes Surprise 


All were surprised at the federal 
building, says the Herald, that the gov- 
ernment had disposed of so important a 
case as the Fisher-Betts case, on which 
one of the defendants was given a sea- 
tence of seven years’ imprisonment, by 
placing the indictments on file. 

No small part of the surprise was due 
to the fact that the government had kept 
the filing of the indictments a secret. 
The matter was attended to personally 
by Melvin O. Adams, just before he re- 
tired from the position of United States 
attorney. Mr. Adams says that it pro 
bably ‘‘just happefed'’ that nothing 
was said about the case at the time it 
was disposed of. 

The official statement of the reason 
for placing the case on file is set forth 
in the typewritten motion filed by Mr. 
Adams at the time action was taken on 
them. The document says in part: 

**Since the former trial of these in- 
dictments the case of the government 
has been weakened by the disappear- 
auce of certain material witnesses. In 
addition to this, the co-defendant, 
Fisher, who testified in behalf of the 
government at the former trial, is no 
longer in this district, and his where- 
abouts are at least most uncertain. 

‘*In view of the situation in a case 
where the indictments were found in 
October, 1901, and where the alleged 
offences were committed a considerable 
period prior to that time, it would seem 
that the pablic would be best subserved 
by placing the indictments on file.’’

Freeman Breaks Long Silence 


Boston, May 25.—James H. Vahey, 
senior counsel for Charles L. Tucker, 
who is under sentence to die during the 
week of June 10 for the murder of Ma 
bel Page, called upon Governor Gulld 
aud later filed a statement contending 
that the power of pardon, or refusal to 
pardon, was, In his opinion, vested 
jointly in the governor and his execu 
tive council, and the governor must, as 
a matter of law, refer all petitions to 
the council. 

The governor has called a special 
meeting of the council and will ask his 
advisory board for authority to request 
the supreme court of the common- 
wealth for an opinion on the question 
of law suggested by Vahey. As ad- 
mitted by Vahey, the practice for many 
years has been for governors to refer 
to the executive council only such peti- 
tions as they saw fit. Of the great num- 
ber of petitions annually pre sented, but 
a small number has been so referred. 

The governor and Vahey agreed that, 
irrespective of the merits of the Tuck 
er case, or of the future action of the 
governor, it is desirable as a meatter of 
precedent to have the law detinitely in 


terpreted. The hearing on the Tucker 


ease which was to have been held on 
Saturday has therefore been post 
poned

Attorney 
General Malone realizes that ex-Attor- 
ney General Parker is more conversant 
with the case than any one at present 
in the attorney general's otlice, and he 
has recently asked Parker to continue 
the handling of the government side 
Parker bas agreed and he will be as 
sisted in the closing hours by Dtstrict 
Attorney Middlesex 
county, who aided him materially in se 
curing the conviction of Tucker 

There is no doubt that if there should 
eventually be a hearing before the 
trial judges, Parker and Sanderson 
will insist that the whole subject shall 
be confined to that of new 
There is little doubt, too, that if Medical 
Examiner Harris should appear as one 
of the witnesses for the counsel for 
Tucker, the attorneys of the common 
wealth will raise the question as to the 
value of his testimony at this time. 
‘There is reason to believe that within 
a short time Harris has. sent several 
letters to ex-Attorney General Parker. 

Mrs. H. V. Freeman, sister of the 
murdered Mabel Page, has broken the 
silence which she bas maintained ever 
since the crime was committed on 
March 31, 1904. Mrs. Freeman did not 
testify at the trial, although she was 
at the East Cambridge courthouse in 
case the government should decide that 
her evidence would materially assist 
them. Until now Mrs. Freeman has re- 
frained from discussing the subject be- 
cause of her horror of newspaper pub- 
licity Recently, however, she has 
seen her father’s memory assailed in 
such fashion that she feels that she 
should no longer remain silent 

A brief summary of the statement 
made by Mrs. Freeman is 

“My father was convinced that 
Charles L. Tucker killed my sister, 
Mabel. He never doubted that man’s 
guilt. He was not surprised that he 
was convicted, but he was gratified by 
the triumph of justice. The only fear 
he ever had was that the jury might 
disagree, a fear that was present in the 
minds of many other persons who were 
sure that Tucker was guilty. 

“Never to any person did my father 
express any question of the guilt of 
Tucker, nor did he ever say he expected 
or hoped or wished that Tucker would 
be acquitted He was satisfied with 
the verdict, and he hoped and was con- 
fident that no new trial would be 
granted.”

MARATHON RACE WINNER. 


| W. J. Sherring Tells How He Won 


Chief Event of Olympic Games. 

wae J. Sherring, lithe, light hatir- 

blue eyed and twenty-eight, look- 
ing hardly bigger or older than a boy, 
| who went to Greece a few, weeks ago 
an almost unknown Canadian, return- 
ed recently to New York on the steam- 
ship Campania a hero, honored citizen 
of Greece, decorated by king and po- 
tentate because his wonderfully devel- 
oped powers had carried his 112 pounds 
of weight to victory in the famed 
Marathon race, the greatest event of 
the Olympic games, says the New York 
American and Journal. 

The young victor of the race of 26 
miles and 170 yards, which drew com- 
petitors from all parts of the world, 
went to Greece alone after the Cana- 
dians had failed to make up a team to 
contest In the Olympic games, and 
alone he returned, but there was a 
delegation of the members of the Cana- 
dian club of New York at the pier to 
give him a noisy ovation, and they en- 
tertained him at dinner. 

Sherring modestly described how he 
ran and won the race, 

“Daly of Ireland and Blake of Aus- 
tralia set the pace for the first ten 
miles,” he said. “I took things easily 
and lagged a half mile behind the 
Irishman and Australian, After twelve 
miles bad run-I took the lead, 
which I maintained until the end of the 
race, making the distance In 2 hours 
51 minutes 23 2-5 seconds. 

“The first six miles I made in just 
30 minutes, and then I began running 
in earnest, making ten miles In 56 
minutes. Then Blake was seized with 
a cramp. Shortly after I gained the 
lead all the other runners were out of 
my sight 

“Five miles from Athens I looked be- 
hind me on a long stretch of level road, 
of the runners, I sat 
down and rested five minutes.”

POCKET WIRELESS SYSTEM. 


Tiny 


Device Expected to Project 
Messages For Thirty Miles. 

Officers assigned to the bureau of 
equipment of the United States navy 
have under observation a “pocket 
wireless telegraph” device which, they 
belleve, when worked out, will be ca 
pable of accurate service over an are 
of thirty while weighing not 
more than two pounds, says a Wash- 
ington correspondent of the New York 
Herald. 

The apparatus as now planned in 
cjudes a collapsible balloon of thin 
rubber or similar material capable of 
being inflated into an obloid three feet 
across its greater diameter. The hy 
drogen gas will be produced by a pat- 
ent compact cartridge, which is light 
of weight and occupies little space. 

It is estimated that this balloon will 
support 200 feet of fine copper wire to 
act as antennae. At the ground will 
be a “detector” not larger than the 
bowl of a corncob pipe. The sender 
will be of the same size, and the whole 
apparatus can be packed in the case of 
a 4 by 5 inch snapshot camera.

| The Extravagance 
Of Our Cities 


The situation in Cambridge is much 
the same as in most cities, and Quincy 
is no exception. A special committee 
of the Good Government League has re- 
ported at length relative to Cambridge 
finances.

WASHINGTON LETTER 


[Special Correspondence. ] 

For a number of years the postoffice 
department has endeavored to impress 
upon the public the importance of ex- 
ercising care in writing addresses on 
etters, etc., through the mails. 
Although this campaign of education 
bas been effective in a measure, the 
fact that more than 11,000,000 pieces 
of undelivered matter were handled in 
the division of dead letters during the 
‘ndicates that there 1s still 
this re-

Plan to Reduce Dead Letters, 

Mr. DeGraw, the fourth assistant 
postmaster general, appreciating that 
much remains to be accomplished in 
reducing the number of “dead” letters 
to a minimum, recently obtained au- 
thority from Postmaster General Cor- 
telyou to adopt a plan of procedure 
which, it Is believed, will materially 
ald in solving the problem and thereby 
benefit the general public and relieve 
the department. The plan contem- 
plates inclosing with each letter for- 
warded to addressee or returned to 
writer from the division of dead Ilet- 
ters a card containing a model form of 
address for mail matter as well as 
brief instructions in connection with 
the writing of addresses. 

The card bears the suggestion that 
ink be used in writing addresses, that 
the name of the addressee as well as 
the street number, postoffice and state 
be written plainly and that the writ- 
er’s name and address, with a return 
request, be placed in the upper left 
uiand corner of letters, etc. 

Mr. DeGraw believes that if these 
suggestions are followed there will be 
a marked reduction in the number of 
pleces of mail matter that fail of de- 
livery. 

Architecture of Bublic Buildings. 

There is a movement on foot to se- 
cure a new style of architecture as ap- 
plied to public buildings, and particu- 
larly postoffices. Chairman Bartholdt 
of the house committee on buildings 
and grounds is convinced that there 
has been too much attention In the 
past to external beauty and too little 
thought expended on the purpose for 
which the structure was to be used. 

The new Chicago postoffice is cited 
as the ‘best example of what is meant. 

Judge of Porto Rico. 

The nomination of B. 8. Rodey to be 
United States judge of Porto Rico Is 
an interesting one. Mr. Rodey was a 
delegate to congress from New Mexico 
two years ago and fought hard for 
statehood for his territory. When joint 
statehood of Arizona and New Mexico 
was decided upon by the president 
Mr. Rodey championed that settlement 
of the whole thing. In doing so he 
made himself unpopular In his terri- 
tory, where the feeling was strong 
against joint statehood. 

Mr. Rodey was a territorial judge of 
New Mexico at one time. He was se- 
lected for the Porto Rican position, 
made vacant by the retirement of 
Judge McKenna, because he speaks 
and understands the Spanish language 
and the Spanish people. 

The Jamesiown Exposition. 

President Roosevelt has accorded to 
the Jamestown exposition the unusual 
honor of promising to be personally on 
hand at the opening of the exposition 
next year. This opening will take 
place April 26, 1907, and that date cele- 
brates the landing of the first Engilsh 
at Cape Henry. From there the col 
onists proceeded up the river to James- 


town, where they established them- 
selves. It is not customary for a 
president to personally attend the 


opening of an exposition and make a 
speech, as President Roosevelt will do. 
The usual proceeding is to touch a but- 
ton In the White House and start the 
machinery, at the same time exchang- 
ing messages with the exposition au- 
thorities 
The Popular Oyster. 

A billion fat oysters slipped down 
the throats of Washingtonians in the 
season just ended, It is estimated by 
G. W. Harvey, the caterer. They would 
make a pile as high as the capitol. 

Oysters were very popular. Like 
most everything else, they have com- 
petition, but they held to thelr market 
popularity in spite of the fish and 
crabs. Soft shell crabs and clams are 
answering calls for oysters since May 
1, but oysters are curried all through 
the summer at the first class houses, 
where it is possible to keep them nice 
and fresh 

Treasury Decisions. 

One of the most Important but least 
heard of publications issued by the 
United States government is that en- 
titled “Treasury Decisions.” This pub- 
lication is got out by the printing divi- 
sion of the treasury department under 
the supervision of a capable force and 
is published promptly at 12 o'clock 
noon on Thursday of each week. It 
usually runs from thirty to sixty pages 
and eentains matter of unusual Inter- 
est to the business Interests of the 
country, such as decisions of the sec- 
retary of the treasury and other offi 
cers of the department affecting the 
customs service, the rulings of the In- 
ternal revenue bureau on whisky and 
tobacco cases, abstracts of decisions of 
customs and other cases by courts and 
the board of general appraisers In New 
York and a mass of other matter of 
interest to business men. 

Mr. Root's New Home. 

Secretary of State Root has rented 
the mansion at Rhode Island avenue 
and Scott circle, owned and formerly 
| pecupied by Levi P. Morton, former 

vice president. The house was last oc- 

eupied as the Russian embassy by 

Count Cassini.

The 

Morton house will serve his needs bet- 

ter, because it Is more spacious and 

has a very large dining room.
